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Star of Bethlehem 


No other metaphor as adequately expresses the influence 
cf the coming into the lives of mankind of Jesus as that of 
light. The glory of the Lord which shone round about the 
shepherds, the star which led the wisemen to the stable at 
Bethlehem both testify to this fact. In no better way can we 
understand Him than as the true Light, which lighteneth 
every man which cometh into the world. 


The light of Christ’s coming came first as the light which 
brings safety and security, as the lit candle drives from the 
child’s thoughts the fear of night. For light shows us the 
world as it is. And the world as it is seldom is as terrifying 
as the world which has been created by our imaginings. 


Jesus was born into a world which the imaginations of men_ 


had peopled with demons. To these people demons were 
real, so real that they often drove them to insanity. To these 
men the highest power was a demonaic power, calling them 
to appease his wrath by acts which depraved and degraded 
them. 


Jesus cast these demons out. He casts them out of our 
lives today. We know that with Him near us we need fear 
neither man nor devil. We know that with Him near us we 
need not fear the evil in our own spirits. The light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ drives away the darkness of fear. 
it assures us that we are sons of God and heirs of all God’s 
blessings. From the spirit of love which we find in our 
hearts and which Christ reveals to us—nothing can separate 
us, neither death nor life nor things present nor things to 
come; nothing can separate us but our own wilfulness. The 
source of both good and evil is in ourselves. When Christ is 
born in our hearts we know that from all evil, whether in 
this world or in the world to come, we are protected. He 
descended, says the creed, into Gehenna. The darkest pit of 
human misery is, to the eye of faith, still flooded with His 
Light. 


A missionary of our Church, who worked among the In- 
dians in Northern Alaska, said that in his experience the 
words of the prophet, “They that sit in darkness have seen 
« great light,” had been again and again fulfilled before his 
eyes. Children born into Christian families were no longer 
haunted by the fear of devils; men no longer haunted by 
the dread of possession. By knowing that God was their 
Father they were absolved from the dread that evil powers 
inight, even against their wills, take utter possession of their 
lives. The light of Christ’s life had revealed to them that 
strong love of God by which every evil power is taken 
captive. 

Christ’s coming into our lives frees us then from fear, 
even from the fear of our own sins and our own shortcom- 
ings. “As we look ahead, questioning doubtfully what is to 
become of us, surveying life with its disproportion between 
our task and our powers, seeing the coming of death with 
impenetrable shadows, we are weakened and discouraged.” 
The man who knows (and he who has seen God in the light 
of Christ’s life does know) that “he will assuredly grow into 
his Lord’s mind, partakes of His victorious Spirit, and 
eventually enjoys His actual presence—that man _ possesses 
a new heart of courage.” 

The light of Christ reveals us to ourselves and our world. 
Those paintings of the nativity in which the light of the 
habe in the manger glorifies the mother’s face—and even 
sheds light into the deepest recesses of the stable—are true 
to life. The light of Christ reveals us to ourselves. We see 
our sins and are lead to repentance. The light of His pres- 
ence shames us. And yet the light of His life reveals to us 
cur own inner possibilities. He is God’s Son; so are we. We 


have the capacity for His kind of friendship. We have the 
capacity for His kind of love. The light of Christ reveals to 


. the hidden potentialities of our selves and of our neigh- 


Finally, by the light of Christ’s life we see God as He 
really is. We find, as St. John tells us, that in Him is no 
darkness. There is no secret in His being which He wills 
to withhold from us; no dark and inscrutable side of His 
character which He wishes to conceal from us. That which, 
indeed keeps us from the knowledge of God is not a dark- 
ness in Him but the darkness in us. It is our own failure to 
obey the promptings of our consciences, our own blindness, 
which hides Him from us. ‘Can it be,” said St. Augustine, 
“that Thou are known to us, the law within our minds, the 
life of every breath we draw, the love which yearneth in our 
hearts? Art Thou the Spirit Who hast striven with us and 
whom we greatly feared, lest yielding to his strong embrace 
we might become more than we dared to be?” If God is 
hidden from us, it is our own eyes that are holden. 

May we not this Christmas-tide see the world in the Light 
of Christ? May we not see the goodness of those we have 
been too blind to forgive, the need of love of those we have 
dared to despise, the humility of those whose search for the 
truth we have branded as heresy, the courage of those whose 
love of peace has made them dare to differ with their fellow 
countrymen in time of war? Learning thus to reverence and 
respect our fellow men we may, to our amazement, find that 
we have learnt to reverence and love our God.—W. L. 
Wood.

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The Song of the Angels never fails at 
Christmas time to come to us with an ap- 
pealing beauty. “Peace on earth to men of 
good will.” We look out into the world of troubled spirits, 
of striving, warring humanity, of nations thinking in terms 
of war and our hearts long for the promised peace. The 
vision of the Kingdom enthralls us. We dream of it and 
wonder when the promise will come true. 

No one but God knows. But of one thing we can be cer- 
tain. God can not bring this new world without the help 
of men. It must be a world built upon the love and loyalty 
of human souls. No organized world, however effective the 
organization, can last if founded upon anything else. It is 
“peace on earth” but it is “to men of good will.” 

Each of us therefore has his part to play in bringing in 
the peaceful world. A friend said to me the other day that 
if people would campaign for peace as they did for war the 
task would be achieved. Men left their business to make 
speeches for Liberty Loans and Red Cross and a thousand 
other things. Women worked hours a day in war service 
of all kinds. Why not in peace service? 

Why not indeed? The suggestion is absolutely right. If 
the men and women of good will would work for victory 
over the war system as they did for victory over the enemy, 
the task of a law-governed world would be accomplished. 
We do not have to wait for an organized campaign. We 
don’t have to wait to be spurred on. We can each do some- 
thing to help,—throw our moral influence against everything 
that makes for war, that makes people think in terms of 
war, that repudiates the Christian faith in the remaking of 
human natjire by the assertion that war is inevitable—give 
our moral influence to everything which exalts common 
humanity, which gives us wider outlooks and sympathy 
with other peoples, which strengthens the hold of interna- 
tional law and international agreements. We can all do 
something. 

When then on Christmas Day we listen to the Angel’s 
Song let us ask ourselves the question, are we waiting for 
God to bring the peace which is promised through Christ, 
or are we honestly trying ourselves to help Him. What 
about our good will? 


CHRISTMAS 


The project moves steadily forward. 
The chapel on the corner of Jones 
and California streets, for which 
ground was broken in February, 1927, has been delayed 
only by the painstaking effort to perfect the plans. It will 
soon be taking form. The completed designs for the whole 
building have now been made public and very general inter- 
cst has been aroused. The various committees for the work 
of fund raising and building are now all at work. 

The Chapter has decided as is well known to go a step 
further than was first proposed by the Diocesan Convention 
two years ago. The resolutions adopted at that time re- 
corded our purpose to build the choir, transepts and cross- 
ing as a memorial to Bishop Nichols. But as the plans have 
developed there has come a steadily increasing desire that 
we should if possible put up the entire building. People’s 
imaginations have been stirred. Offers of help have come 
from outside our own Church. It has been made evident 
that the appeal of the project lies in the whole of it, not in 
any one part. 

And so the Chapter has decided to present the completed 
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pian to the Church and the community asking for their sup- 
port. There will be no fictitious or sensational methods: of 
raising money. We shal] make no attempt to dragoon people 
in; nor to suggest that the Cathedral is everybody’s Church 
in any sense in which it is not; nor to try to convince any | 
one outside the Church that thefe is any duty or obligation 
to contribute. But with dignity and reserve the Chapter 
avd Executive Committee are presenting the situation as 
it is, showing what the Cathedral means to community as 
well as to Church, the present extent of its comprehensive 
and community service and its future possibilities. The 
logic of the heart will lead us on to reach it. 


The Diocese has just received from 
Mrs. C. Eward Holmes a gift of 
$5000 in memory of her honored 
husband, to be called the Charles Edward Holmes Loan 
Fund. It is to be used somewhat as is the Randolph Fund; 
but specifically at the discretion of the Bishop and Arch- 
deacon to further the advance work in the Diocese. It will 
help to build new Churches and new Parish Houses and 
to buy land for them. It will be used ‘where there is the 
greatest need to go forward. It will relieve many a strain 
and perhaps best of all encourage many a group of earnesi 
people trying to do their part in the building of the Church 
in a new community. The Diocese is very grateful for the 
gift. 


A HELPFUL GIFT 


An Appreciation of St. Francis 
By BisHop PARSONS 


The celebration of the Seventh Centenary of the death 
of St. Francis was held on November 22nd at the Civic 
Auditorium, it being the first time that San Francisco had 
joined in so great a commemoration of the Saint from whom 
it takes its name. Besides the music and other features there 
were three addresses given. Brother Leo of St. Mary’s made 
the chief address of the evening. Dean Cadman of the Uni- 
versity of California and the Bishop followed him. We 
are printing in this issue the Bishop’s address. 


Down in the plain which lies below Assisi rises the great 
Church of Santa Maria degli Angeli, impressive, ponderous, 
magnificent and no one cares anything about it, no one asks 
of its architecture or is interested in its adornment; the 
pilgrims who come to it do not lift their eyes to its dome 
and towers nor do they linger at its doorways to admire. 
They press through the doorways, they hurry along the 
great nave, they stop at last before a mean little chapel 
there in the center of the great Church, a chapel unadorned, 
without beauty of line, upon which no one has lavished 
wealth. But it is the chapel, not the great Church which 
the pilgrims have sought. It is the Chapel which stirs their 
hearts, for the Chapel is that in which Francis and his 
earliest followers prayed; it is the center of their first home. 
Around it they built their first huts. It is the spot above all 
others where every lover of St. Francis goes to kneel and 
thank God for the “Little Poor Mar ec Assisi.” 


I saw it first on a dismal rainy day when there was no 
sparkling sunlight on the Umbrian plain. The plain lay 
drab and flat, no longer covered with trees as in Francis’ 
time—but when one had entered the Church and found 
the little Chapel there was no need of sunshine, no 
need of a poet to tell of Italy’s beauty. The whole place 
was fragrantly beautiful with memories. Here Francis and 
Leo and Masseo and others had kneeled and prayed. Here 
they had talked of the nature of real joy. Here they had 
given themselves to the following of Lady Poverty. Here 
the people had crowded about them to listen to the simple 
words calling them to a better life, to feel the joy of a joyous 
aes to know the loving touch of an utterly surrendered 

eart. 


And ever since those memorable few hours it has seemed 
to me that the great Church and the little are in some fashion 
symbolic. The drab plain and the gorgeous Church, may 
suggest the world of hard and dull routine and the world 
of wealth and beauty, the world in which religion even, 
turns often from simplicity to wealth and power. And just 
as the rude and poor little Chapel of the Portiuncula is 
there in the center of plain and Church, the goal of men’s 
seeking, so is St. Francis in the very heart of the great 
world, so simple,. so humble, so unadorned, the lover of 
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Lady Poverty, the disciple who like his Master had no 
place to lay his head. 


Francis is in the heart of the world. He is the most be- 
loved, the most appealing of all the heroes of Christendom 
since the Apostles’ days. There is no one whom men love 
as they love him. He is Italian by birth. He is medieval 
in time. He is a child of his age and of his people. It is 
impossible to imagine him in our machine age, in our sophis- 
ticated society. And yet he belongs to us all, and we all 
love him. He is universal in his reach. 


The reason for it is not far to seek. Francis belongs to us 
all, to all the world; because his heart was big enough to 
love all the world. He never wasted time on trivial things. 
His simplicity, his transparent genuineness, his childlike joy 
his courage, all were the expression of a love of God and 
Christ which overflowed into love of God’s children. He 
was courteous with the great courtesy of God. He espoused 
Lady Poverty because he could not let material things clut- 
ter up the way to God, nor stand between him and men. 
Every living thing, yes all God’s creatures came within the 
range of his great heart. He preached to the birds, he 
ministered to the lepers, he sang hymns to the sun. No 
degradation, no sordidness, no wealth or power could hide 
from him the image of God in God’s children. His voice 
was music because he loved those to whom he spoke. He 
carried the marks of the nails in his hands because he loved 
the Lord whom he served. 


Some of you remember the words of one who 
memory: 


loved his 


SAINT FRANCIS 


The mossy paths that bore the patient herd 
Had led him far beyond the burning town 
By quiet pools where leaping sunbeams drown, 
And as he passed the lambs knew him and stirred; 
From out the tangled boughs each shy, wild bird 
Like loosened leaves came fluttering slowly down 
Upon his ragged robe of dusty brown 
To hear the gentle music of his word. 


But when the night sighed through the cloudy pine 
The green wood trembled with a seraph’s wings--- 
A moment flamed the Vision, then was gone! 
Long, long he lay beneath the matted vine, 
So still amid the song of waking things, 
And on his body Christ’s Wounds red as dawn. 


I speak to you then of St. Francis as the Saint who loved 
and who, because he loved, belongs to us all. I have not 
tried to appraise his place in history. He stirred a great 
revival in religion. He founded an Order which has had 
a distinguished history. He is an epochal figure in the 13th 
century. .It.is to those who looked to him as their spiritual 
father that we owe the founding of our city which has as 
yet no great statue to commemorate him. Of all these things 
others will speak to you. But after all it is not these things 


which put St. Francis so high among Christian Saints nor 
win our hearts. It is because he loved so much.

The Passing of Mrs. Hester Rathborne Holden 


In September this year the many friends of Mrs. H. R. 
Holden felt a deep pang of regret on learning of her passing 
away and Trinity Church missed another familiar face from 
its congregation. Mrs. Holden belonged almost to the history 
of that parish, her marriage being one of the first performed 
in the old church at Post and Powell streets. Coming from 
an old family of fox-hunting squires of Galway, Ireland, 
many members of whom had laid down their lives for the 
empire on the far-flung British line, she always cherished 
the deepest love for all that concerned Great Britain, its 
government, its sovereigns, but adored nevertheless the coun- 
try of her adoption, especially California, taking a vivid in- 
terest ever in all the phases of change that a young country 
passes through during the several decades of its develop- 
ment. Of late years a partial blindness prevented her from 
taking her usual active part in Church affairs but even a 
rainy day did not prevent her from attending church, nor 
did her disability ever dampen that glorious spirit of Chris- 
tian optimism and deep sympathy which found its way 
from her heart to the hearts of her friends bowed down in 
grief or trouble or bodily sickness. A friend to all in happi- 
ness or misfortune, it may truly be quoted of her that she 
was one who “rejoiced with them that did rejoice and wept 
with them who wept.” A friend, a young man writing to 
her family on hearing of her death, thus epitomizes her 
character: “Her death came to me as a great feeling of loss. 
I have had no friend I admired and respected more for the 
many lovely qualities of heart and mind than Mrs. Holden. 
Her high courage I think most of all served me as an in- 
spiration and a touchstone of the real: value of life. The 
thought of her has always been a kind of other home, where 
my mind and heart could ‘come for a renewal ‘of ‘precious

Archdeacon Porter was the speaker at the regular meet- 
ing of the Diocesan Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary held 
in Grace Chapel on November 28th. 

The Archdeacon urged that as many as possible of the 
men and women of the diocese join the Pilgrimage on Wed- 
nesday, December 7th, which will consist of an automobile 
journey through the missions of Contra Costa county. Those 
having automobiles who can find places in their cars for 
others are asked to notify the Archdeacon as soon as pos- 
sible. 

This is the second annual Pilgrimage, the one last year 
heing to the Salinas Valley and proving a source of inspira- 
tion to those who attended. 

The speaker gave an interesting account of the work in

Some of the elements which contribute to their success 
might be classified as the “5 P’s” he said—partnership, per- 
sonnel, personal evangelism, painting (of churches) and 
payments. 

He urged likewise that a special effort be made by the 
Auxiliaries of the diocese to meet their pledge of #900 for 
the year to aid in paying the salary of a women worker to 
aid the vicars in the Contra Costa and Salinas mission fields.

Churchmen’s Round Table 


The feature of the November luncheon of the Churchmen’s 
Round Table, held at the Commercial Club, San Francisco, 
November 16, was the summing up of the study of missions 
to which the Round Table has devoted the major part of the 
year. Victor J. Robertson, as chairman of the committee in 
charge of the discussion, presented the report, which was 
embodied in the following resolutions which were adopted 
unanimously and without further discussion: 

“Resolved, That after careful, comprehensive discussion, 
study and review of the subject of diocesan missions from 
every possible angle, and with the sole desire in every way 
to support effectively and zealously the work of the Church 
in that department, it is the opinion of the Churchmen’s 
Round Table that in order to function efficiently and with 
due regard for necessary economy, missions should be con- 
centrated in strategic places within easy reach of neighbor- 
ing smaller communities and should be manned by well-paid 
clergymen of proven ability. This, we believe, would solve 
the question of attendance and support. 

“It is a business principle that what is worth doing is 
worth doing well. We should not feel at liberty to do God’s 
work in any other way. 

“It is respectfully suggested that diocesan missions be 
made the subject of a complete survey and report by a com- 
mission composed of the Bishop, Archdeacon and repre- 
sentatives of the Church Extension and Field departments.”

1928: Victor J. Robertson, E. W. Burr and Theo F. Dredge.

Discerning the Lord’s Body 


In a recent sermon at St. Thomas’ Church, New York, 
the rector, the Rev. Dr. R. H. Brooks, spoke of the Holy 
Communion as a powerful agency for. effecting unity.

“The Holy Communion now seems to be a couse of dis- 
sension rather than a bond of Christian fellowship. We find 
that the various denominations interpret this rite differently. 
To some it is a sacrament, while to others it is a strictly 
personal relationship, and there is also the question whether 
the Communion can be partaken of by those who are un- 
confirmed. 

“The Christian Church may be considered to be in a sad 
siate of disorganization, and this question of the Holy Com- 
munion, which could be such a wonderful power in draw- 
ing the different denominations together, has too often been 
the cause for lack of mutual. understanding. At the various 


‘international conferences, for example, where the destiny 


of the. peoples of the world was being decided, there was 
never ‘a suggestion for united Christian worship.”

CHARACTERS 


Prologue—Girl dressed in soft white. 

Young Shepherd—Boy dressed in brown. 

Old Shepherd—Boy; white beard, white hair, loose gar- 
ment. 

Boy—Boy about ten years; barefoot, dressed in simple, 
loose coat. 

The Angel—Girl or boy in white robe, and if desired sil- 
ver or gold wings. 

Jose ph—Boy, long robe. 

The Virgin Mary—tn white, with light blue scarf. 

The Holy Child—Represented by a light placed in the 
manger. 

Choir of Angels—Six boys and six girls. If they are to be 
seen, soft white robes; if not seen, no costume needed. 

Curtain Bearers—Six needed, either boys or girls. If de- 
sired they are to stand in front of the chancel to form a 
screen as the scenes change. 


PROLOGUE 


Good people, all, ye are to behold that which will tell of 
the mystery of the birth of our Saviour. Ye shall hear how 
an angel anounced to shepherds tidings of this wondrous 
birth; finally ye shall behold them bring their gifts, and 
worship beside the manger wherein is cradled the King and 
Saviour. Seeing, therefore, of what holy things the play 
treateth, ye should behold it all in a spirit of deepest rever- 
ence, and that ye may be aided thereto, ve are to sing to 
God’s praise Hymn 60, “Angels from the Realms of Glory.” 


SCENE I 
“Shepherds in the fields abiding.” 


The forms of three shepherds are seen reclining on the 
ground—an old man, a young man and a boy. Organ plays 
softly ““While shepherds watched their flocks by night.” 


Young Shepherd (rising): The wolves move restlessly. 
Was that the howl of wolves that prowl and seek to strike 
the fields? I'll teach them how a shepherd guards his flock. 
Comrade, awake! 


Old Shepherd (yawning): Nay, but the dawn’s not yet. 
The night is chill. Naught harms the sheep. Let me sleep 
again. My limbs are old and wearied from the day. 


Boy (starting up quickly): Hark, did ye hear it? 
Young Shepherd: Ay! It is the wolves. Quick, lest they 
seize a lamb from out the fold. 


Boy: No cry of wolf was that, but like a voice as of ‘an 
angel singing. Hark! It sounds! 

Old Shepherd: Nay, I hear naught; nor wolf, nor angel's 
voice. Ye both were sleeping and ye dreamed a dream. 

Young Shepherd: Was it a wolf? I feel a strange unrest 
as if some great event should soon take place. The sheep 
are stirring, not as if they feared the wolves’ attack, but 
felt a presence strange. 

Boy: List! There it sounds again, and now I see a light 
that ever bright and brighter grows. 

Old Shepherd: Mine eyes are dim and yet, methinks, I see 
a brightening in the sky. Is it dawn? 

Young Shepherd: No dawn is it but midnight, yet the sky 
shines brighter and, methoughts, I heard a voice. 

Boy: I see the forms of angels. Hark! They sing. (Faint 
strains of “Gloria in Excelsis” are heard.) 

Old Shepherd: What can this light and these strange 
sounds portend? Some power mysterious is abroad, I fear. 

Young Shepherd: I’ve grappled the wild wolf with naked 
hands, yet now my heart quakes and my blood runs chill. 
(The angel appears. With a cry the shepherds fall upon 
their knees.) 

The Angel (St. Luke 2:10-12): Fear not, for behold I 
bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall be to all 
people. For unto you is born this day, in the city of David, 
« Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. And this shall be a 
sign unto you: You shall find the babe wrapped in swad- 
dling clothes lying in a manger. (Chorus of angels is heard 
singing “Gloria in Excelsis.” As the voices die away the 
shepherds gaze at one another in wonder.) 

Old Shepherd: Ah, my eyes and ears have plaved me false 
and tricked me with such sights and sounds as these. 


Young Shepherd: Did I but dream, or did an angel speak? 

Boy: It was an angel. Quickly let us run and seek the 
Child that he did bid us seek. 

Old Shepherd: The way is long. 
dream. 

Boy: Nay, nay, no dream. But God’s own angel spoke. 

Young Shepherd: Yes, let us go. They said he was the 
Christ. 

Old Shepherd: Your shoulder, then. Support me, for the 
way is long and I am weary, old and stiff. Come, lad, we bp 
go and see the infant Christ. 


Young Shepherd: Let us go even unto Bethlehem and see 
this thing which is come to pass, which the Lord hath made 
Known unto us. (The shepherds walk slowly off the stage.) 


SCENE Il 
Bethlehem 


The manger is placed in the center of the chance!. The 
Virgin Mary seated back of it. Joseph ready to come for- 
ward. A screen to represent the stable door is placed in 
front of the manger. 


The assembled people are to sing together the hymn “O 
Little Town of Bethelhem.” Enter shepherds. 

Young Shepherd: Here is the town of Bethlehem, but 
where to find the child the angel bids us seek? 


Old Shepherd: “Cradled within a manger,” so he said. 
Perchance within the stable of the inn. 


Angel appears. 


Shepherd Boy: Look! Look! The beautiful has come again. 
Listen! He speaks to us and guides us on. 

The Angel: In yonder stable ye shall find the Babe, His 
Virgin Mother watching at His side. 

Angel disappears. 

Joseph (comes from behind the screen): What seek ye, 
shepherds, that ye leave your flocks and wander to the lowly 
stable door, 

The Shepherds: An angel came to us from out the sky 
and told us of a Babe we here should seek. 

Here shall ye find, indeed, a new-born babe whom 
his sweet mother in a manger laid, with fragrant hay and 
warm with breath of kine. (Moves back the screen, disclos- 
ing manger with light shining from within and Mary bend- 
ing over in love and adoration.) 


Shepherds fall on their knees. The blessed Mother sings: 


Perhaps twas all a 


Sleep, my Saviour, sleep, 

On thy bed of hay, 

Angels in the spangled heaven 
Sing their gladsome Christmas tay 
Till the dawn of day. 


Sleep, my Saviour, sleep, 

On thy bed of hay, 

May the holy angels guard thee 
As they keep their loving watch 
Till the dawn of day. 


Sleep, my Saviour, sleep, 
Sweet on Mary’s breast, 
Now the shepherds kneel adoring, 
Now the mother’s heart is glad. 
Take a happy rest. 
(Tune: “Sleep, Baby, Sleep, Thy Father Is Watching the 
Sheep.”’) 


Old Shepherd (rising and going to the manger): King 
Christ, I bring to thee a little coat made from the whitest 
fleece in all my flock, to keep from cold the little lamb of 
God. 

Young Shepherd: I give to Thee, O King, my shepherd's 
staff that Thou mayest lead Thy sheep when Thou art grown. 

Boy: I—I am but a little boy, King Christ. I knew not what 
2 little boy so small could bring. Here is my own pet lamb. 
It followed me. I carried it when weary. Here it is. I love it. 
You will love the lamb and me?

Good Will Among Men, and Then Peace on 
Earth? 


One of the finest things ever writen about America was 
i passage from a sermon Bishop Oldham preached in 1924, 
which, under the title “America First,” was printed in 
poster, placard and postcard form by the National Council 
for Prevention of War (532 Seventeenth street, Northwest, 
Washington, D. C.) and distributed widely up and down the 
land. Because of that statement of an ideal for America 
there was all the greater interest in the Bishop’s talk at the 
Girls’ Friendly Society convention, on “Christianizing In- 
ternational Relations.” Mentioning the urgent need and also 
the practical possibility of doing this, Bishop Oldham said: 

“War, as a method of settling disputes, is obsolete and 
fatal and one need not be a pacifist to say so. We 
differ only in methods of avoiding it.” The application of 
the Christian ethic to international problems is not an im- 
t-ractical dream but rather, in the few instances where it has 
been tried, it is the one practical way to establish harmony. 
The “maintenance of good will and friendly relations,” to 
use the President’s words in his proclamation for Armistice 
Day, is of first importance between nations as between in- 
dividuals. The history of the world may be read as the his- 
tory of men’s increasing dependence upon each other, from 
the isolated independence of the “cave man,” through the 
increasing dependence on each other of the members of a 
family, a tribe, a nation, to the international dependence of 
today. 

There is no antagonism between love of country and love 
of mankind. We have a right to expect that our statesmen 
will be guided by a desire to be of service to the whole 
world.

A record attendance and great enthusiasm marked the fine 
meetings which celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society in America, held in connection with 
the triennial session of the Girls’ Friendly Society National 
Council. The meetings took place in Boston at the Hotel 
Statler, November 2 to 6. 

The Record of the Girls’ Friendly Sociely Association 
should be referred to for official reports, especially of the 
important business sessions. Some of the most interesting 
events, which made the 1200 delegates and visitors glad they 
came, were the international dinner at which Bishop Old- 
ham made a rousing address on Christianizing international 
relations; a missionary luncheon where more than 1000 
people heard Miss Helen Brent, who presided, the Rev. 
Francis J. M. Cotter of Wuchang, and Deaconess Newell, 
formerly of Hooker School, Mexico; a beautiful pageant, 
“The Horizon of Tomorrow,” written and directed by Miss 
Fra Betzner of New York, in which 750 people took part, 
coming from 72 parishes in the Dioceses of Massachusetts, 
Western Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut; half- 
hour meditations each morning, led by Dr. Adelaide Case, 
professor of religious education, Teachers’ College, Columbia 
University; group discussions on technical internal prob- 
lems of finance and membership, and on outward-looking 
questions of religious, social and international values and 
leadership; a big evening meeting turned over entirely to 
the young members of the convention, at which Gladys 
Thompson of Trinity Church, Pittsburgh, Pa., presided and 
addresses were made by Doris Hilton, Christ Church, And- 
over, Mass., Winifred Leyland, St. Paul’s, Newport News, 
Va., and Margaret Hammond, St. Luke’s, San Francisco. At 
this meeting the closing talk was made by Dr. Miriam Van 
Waters, referee of the Juvenile Court, Los Angeles, author 
of “Youth in Conflict,” a keen and sympathetic student of 
the problems of present-day youth. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society Association was started by 
Elizabeth Edson with twelve girls in St. Anne’s Church, 
Lowell, Mass., in 1877, after Miss Edson had been reading 
about the English Girls’ Friendly Society, started two years 
earlier. About 300 of the delegates went to Lowell on Sun- 
day morning for an anniversary service in the same church 
und the chaplain of that first little branch, the Rev. Alfred 
kK. Johnson, preached the sermon. 

There were daily celebrations of the Holy Communion in 
Trinity Church and elsewhere. On Sunday at 8:00 o’clock 
there was a corporate Communion in Trinity Church, with 
Bishop Slattery as celebrant. At 4:00 o’clock the church was 
again crowded for the closing festival service, at which 
Bishop Murray preached. 

The new national president is Miss Margaret M. Lukens of 
Conshohocken, Pa. Work for the national Girls’ Friendly 
Society center in Washington is progressing. The place of 
the 1930 meeting was not determined. 
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Cathedral Campaign Started 


Everyone in the Diocese will be glad to know that at last 
a great effort is to be made to complete our Cathcdral on 
top of Nob Hill, San Francisco. So many years have passed 
since the cornerstone was laid and the crypt opened for 
service, sO many changes in plans have occurred and so 
many unforeseen events have arisen which prevented prog- 
ress that a history of what has happened since the crypt 
was opened must be related. 


It was one of the dearest wishes of Bishop Nichols to see 
the Cathedral built. It is common knowledge how it was 
due to his vision, to his energy and unselfish ambition that 
the Cathedral site was obtained, that money was ferthcom- 
ing to lay the foundations and to complete the crypt. The 
crypt was opened in 1914. 


There followed the years of war, and after the war years 
of uncertainty when it was not possible to organize forces 
to undertake the enterprise. Bishop Nichols’ death in 1924 
removed perhaps the greatest impetus to the building of she 
Cathedral. But his death and the memory of his splendid 
life was the mainspring from which the present campaign 
to complete the Cathedral arose. The Chapter of Grace 
Cathedral Corporation, in January, 1925, passed a resolution 
that they would go forward on the basis of the plans then 
existing, and build a unit of the Cathedral comprising the 
choir, crossing and transcepts as a memorial to Bishop 
Nichols. This decision was arrived at on the basis of costs 
of the old plans, but when the chapter came to examine the 
revised plans of the building, it was discovered that this un- 
dertaking would cost three times as much as the original 
plan. 


Last year the present campaign was decided upon—a cam- 
paign to complete the entire Cathedral at a cost of $3,600,- 
000. The decision to complete the entire Cathedral was 
agreed upon on the basis of the new plans drawn by Lewis 
Hobart of San Francisco and approved by the architects 
consulted also by the chapter, Cram & Ferguson of Boston, 
because the chapter felt that while the old plan to erect the 
choir, crossing and transcepts in memory of Bishop Nichols 
was an admirable one in itself, yet the whole Cathedral was 
a far more inspiring project to place before the public than 
half a Cathedral. 

At first sight the sum of $3,600,000 appears staggering but 
the decision to raise this sum was not reached without defi- 
nite encouragement—not only from within our own com- 
munion but from other denominations. Many times during 
the past few years men prominent in public affairs in the 
city and outside, belonging to other denominations, have ex- 
pressed their hope and wish that this Cathedral might be 
completed. They have understood that it is a task somewhat 
beyond the means of our own people. They have felt that it 
is a challenge to the city itself; that while San Francisco 
has by its wonderful enterprise rebuilt itself since the dis- 
aster of 1906, it was little less than tragedy that the city had 
failed to erect any outstanding spiritual monument. 

The chapter of the Cathedral was impressed by these ex- 
pressions of sincere good will and desire to help. They be- 
lieve that Episcopalians throughout the Diocese and many 
outside the Diocese but in the State of California (once un- 
der the jurisidiction of Bishop Nichols)—indeed, Califor- 
nians throughout the United States would make a supreme 
effort toward fulfilling the great vision of the second Bishop 
of California. 

It is felt that now in this period of prosperity, particu- 
larly in this State, that the time is ripe when through a 
spirit of co-operation and Christian unity, citizens of other 
creeds will aid in helping us to build this magnificent shrine, 
“ perpetual memorial to our great Bishop and an everlast- 
ing symbol of the soul of the people. 

Regarding the methods of raising this huge sum the Cathe- 
dral Chapter sought expert advice and their determination 
to go after the whole amount necessary to complete the 
Cathedral was fortified as in every case experts had ad- 
vised this course. An executive committee was formed and 
it was decided to create two other main committees—one a 
committee of churchmen, known as the Campaign Council, 
consisting of prominent churchmen to whom the Executive 
Committee can turn for advice; and an Endorsement Com- 
mittee, consisting of prominent non-Episcopalians whose

invaluable. The Hon. Herbert Hoover has consented to be- 
come chairman of the Endorsement Committee and Ogden 
Mills chairman of the Campaign Council. The Executive 
Committee was fortunate in securing C. C. Moore as treas- 
urer of the Building Fund. 


The campaign will be divided into three parts. The first 
is that of special gift work, consisting of the approach by 
the special gift committee, headed by Mr. Monteagle, to those 
prospects both inside and outside of our denomination who, 
it is hoped, will be interested enough to give large donations. 
The second part will be a diocesan campaign directed to 
Episcopalians throughout the length and breadth of the 
Diocese. This part will probably not commence until March 
of next year. The third step will be a civic campaign in the 
city of San Francisco. Both the diocesan and civic cam- 
paigns will reach their intensive period between May 7 and 
und May 18, inclusive. 


For the purposes of the diocesan campaign the Diocese 
has been divided into six divisions: Marin County, San 
Francisco, Transbay, Peninsula, San Jose and Southern. 
li is not proposed to suggest quotas for parishes or divi- 
sions for the present, as it is hoped that when the time is 
ripe for the work of the divisions that we shall have re- 
ceived considerable sums through our special gift work and 
not until then will it be possible to suggest quotas. In each 
division one of the clergy will be selected as a chairman, 
acting entirely in an advisory capacity to a lay vice-chair- 
man and executive. The lay chairman in each division will 
be responsible for creating a committee to arouse interest in 
the project and to arrange for solicitation. Details of the 
civic campaign are not completed. 


The inaugural dinner of the campaign was held at the 
Fairmont Hotel, November 9, with Bishop Parsons presiding. 
The chief speaker was Haley Fiske, president of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, and his advice and en- 
couragement were exceptionally helpful, as his experience 
as chairman of the Business Men’s Committee on the cam- 
paign to raise $15,000,0000 for the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine in New York enabled him to speak with authority. 

Frank P. Deering of the Executive Committee spoke elo- 
quently of the need of the Cathedral to the city of San Fran- 
cisco and to the Diocese as a whole. A warm welcome 
awaited Bishop Charles Wesley Burns of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who said he was convinced that the time 
was ripe when this Cathedral should be erected and that in 
our efforts to complete it we should have the whole-hearted 
support of the people of his denomination. 

Several interesting letters of endorsement were read by 
the Very Rev. Dean Gresham. They came from Bishop Mur- 
ray, the Presiding Bishop of the Church; from Bishop Man- 
ning and Bishop Freeman of New York and Washington, re- 
spectively; from Bishop Moreland of Sacramento and from 
Bishop Stevens of Los Angeles. 

Hon. C. C. Young, Governor of California, sent his best 
wishes and the Hon. James Rolph, Jr., mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, re-elected the previous day, was not too busy to let 
us know that he considered the building of the Cathedral a 
project in which the citizens would be glad to help. 

A message also came from the chairman of the Business 
Men’s Committee, consisting of one hundred prominent busi- 
ness men of Spokane, where another cathedral is to be built, 
expressing heartfelt wishes for success, “particularly in the 
matter of general co-operation and backing that has charac- 
terized our undertaking here.” 

Great interest was taken by all who were present at this 
dinner in the beautiful new drawings of the Cathedral by 
Lewis Hobart, the architect, which were displayed in the 
anteroom. Three of these drawings are reproduced in this 
number. Others will appear soon. 

If the total of $3,600,000 can be raised by next June we 
are informed by the architect that the Cathedral can be 
completed in five years. Nearly $500,000 has already been 
given in pledges and money and work is to start in a week 
or two upon the chapel lying at the southwest corner of the 
Cathedral. 

In its dignity and beauty the Cathedral will be a structure 
of which the whole Diocese can be proud. The hill on which 
it is to stand is 278 feet above sea level. The cross at the 
top of the spire will be 500 feet above the waterfront. This 
will be lighted at night and will be visible all over the city 
and across the bay. The twin towers will be 158 feet high 
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and the exterior length of the Cathedral will be 340 feet; 
the width of the main front, 119 feet from buttress to but- 
tress. The seating capacity will be 3200 and with standing 
room filled the Cathedral will accommodate 4500 persons. 

While the Cathedral will be smaller than those in New 
York and Washington, it will be in no way less beautiful. It 
will be typically an American Cathedral and not a slavish 
imitation of the architecture of the ancient cathedrals of 
Europe. The consulting architect, one of the greatest living 
authorities, has stated that in his opinion this building is 
destined to take its place amongst the great works of ec- 
clesiastical architecture of modern times.

Deaconess Newell Comes to California 


On January first, Deaconess Newell will take up her work 
as the newly elected Dean of the School for Christian 
Service, located at 2629 Haste St., Berkeley. 

The following is taken from a recent statement sent out 
by the trustees of the school: 


No Auxiliary woman and few who know anything about 
our missionary work need to have Deaconess Newell in- 
troduced. They know how she went to Mexico in 1821, took 
charge of the Hooker School and through her wisdom, 
ability and strength has made it a great School and won 
for herself the record of a great achievement. Her impaired 
health brought her home; and now with restored health she 
comes to St. Margaret’s. She brings parochial as well as 
missionary experience. She was a member of the Staff of 
Christ Church Cathedral, St. Louis, when Dr. Davis was 
Dean and made an enviable place for herself. She is now 
studying “methods” in the various Eastern schools. For- 
tunate as we are to have Deaconess Newell, we cannot speak 
of it without remembering the regretful circumstances 
which sent us out to seek a new Dean. 

Many friends of the School know that Deaconess Hodgkin, 
the School’s first and only Dean, has been on leave of 
absence for a year. On account of ill health she offered 
her resignation to the Trustees a year ago. Instead of ac- 
cepting it, they gave her a year’s leave of absence; but at 
the end of the year she still held to her decision and with 
deep regret the Trustees acquiesced. Deaconess Hodgkin 
and Deaconess Mott were the first graduates of the School. 
Deaconess Hodgkin took charge of the first house and later 
became Dean. She brought fine ability, fine ideals and un- 
stinted devotion to the work. With the co-operation of 
many earnest friends of women’s work, she has made St. 
Margaret’s. Her influence has been always felt. Her guid- 
ing hand has for fifteen years (with the exception of the 
period of her brilliant war work in Paris and Bucharest) 
directed the policies and work of the School. All through 
the Province she has gone, telling of the apportunities for 
women’s work, stimulating the ambition of young girls to 
serve, making friends for the School. The Trustees and 
friends of the School are deeply regretful that she feels it 
necessary to go, but they have had to accept what seems 
inevitable. 

The days of Deaconess Hodgkin’s incumbency have been 
pioneer days. The Trustees would however, remind the 
friends of the Schook of what has been done during these 
fifteen years. The School was founded in 1907. It has 
sent out for the work of the Church, 34 graduates. These 
graduates are working in many of our domestic missionary 
fields and in China and the Philippines. The property of 
the School consists of a site in Berkeley 90x135 on which 
we have two buildings including chapel, living rooms, din- 
ing room and rooms for students and college girls. The 
property is free of debt with the exception of a small 
mortgage on one of the lots. We have $8,000, a small be- 
ginning of an endowment fund and our students have the

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income of four scholarship (cach of $6,000), the gift of 
which is in the hands of the Dean and Faculty. For many 
vears the School has given hospitality to college girls in 
the rooms not occupied by our own students. It has thus 
served a double purpose. It has also given frequent hos- 
pitality to missionaries or women representatives of the 
Auxiliary or National Council who have been on the Coast. 


The School was incorporated in 1914 as the Deaconess 
Training School of the Pacific. Its every day name was 
changed to the School for Christian Service in 1921, but 
its corporate name has been unchanged. In 1921 the Synod 
of the Province accepted the School as the Provincial School 
for the training of women. Since 1922 three of the Trus- 
tees have been elected upon nomination of the Synod. 


For several years Deaconess Hodgkin was called “head” 
of the School. She was then elected “Dean” and has been 
the only occupant of that office. During the past vear Dean 
Powell of the Divinity School has most generously accepted 
the position of Acting Dean and has been ably assisted by 
Miss Olive Meacham, a graduate of 1926. 


The support of the School has come from the income 
of a small endowment, from the profits on the college stu- 
dents and others rooming in the School and from the gifts 
of many friends. 

The Trustees believe that they have now come to a new 
epoch.

For many 
vears the School has given hospitality to college girls in 
the rooms not occupied by our own students. It has thus 
served a double purpose. It has also given frequent hos- 
pitality to missionaries or women representatives of the 
Auxiliary or National Council who have been on the Coast. 


The School was incorporated in 1914 as the Deaconess 
Training School of the Pacific. Its every day name was 
changed to the School for Christian Service in 1921, but 
its corporate name has been unchanged. In 1921 the Synod 
of the Province accepted the School as the Provincial School 
for the training of women. Since 1922 three of the Trus- 
tees have been elected upon nomination of the Synod. 


For several years Deaconess Hodgkin was called “head” 
of the School. She was then elected “Dean” and has been 
the only occupant of that office.

REVIEW OF RECENT BOOKS | 


Christianity, Past and Present. By Charles Guignebert, Pro- 
fessor of the History of Christianity, University of Paris. 
The Macmillan Company, New York, 1927. Price $4.50. 
The foundations of Professor Guignebert’s “Christianity” 

are laid in his previous book, “L’Evolution des Dogmes,” 

published some two decades ago. In his earlier treatise the 
author interprets religious dogma in terms of evolution. He 
looks at doctrinal tradition through the lens of the biologist 

His eyes are fixed upon the familiar cycle of selection, adap- 

tation, survival. He traces the formation, successive modi- 

fication and final destruction of dogmatic assertion in the 
wide field of religious belief. 

The present volume applies this principle specifically to 
the historic facts of the Christian religion. Professor Guigne- 
bert sets out to prove that Christianity as a living historical 
crganism has run true to biologic form. In “L’Evolution 
des Dogmes” he paves the way for this thesis. In other 
words, according to his conception, Chrisianity in the course 
of its historic cycle has eliminated outworn and dead par- 
ticles by a naturalistic process, and has assimilated others 
from its surroundings. Thus it has prolonged its existence 
by the renewal of its flesh and blood. But in the course 
ef time the inevitable day will come when its powers of 
adaptation will relax their activity and stop short. The 
Christian structure will then be destroyed. But it will not 
“be cast as rubbish to the void,” for when “the pile is com- 
plete” another cycle will begin. 

With the assumption of such a postulate Professor Guigne- 
bert develops a kind of historical science of the Christian 
religion. While he evinces a reverence—almost a passion— 
for facts, he reads all the facts in the light of his theory. He 
unveils the vista of history before our eyes. But ever on our 
ears there falls the tolling of the bell of time. Its solemn 
ncte vibrates the cheerful message that the Christian religion 
is hurrying with gigantic footsteps toward the final stage of 
its most eventful history—mere oblivion. 

“The Western peoples, strictly speaking, never have been 
Christians.” This is one of Guignelbert’s thought-provoking 
assertions. He asks the question whether the religion the 
Western peoples adopted and practiced was the same that 
Eastern faith had fixed upon. And he answers the question 
emphatically in the negative. 

Unity of belief in Protestantism he finds dissolved in a 
mist of individualism. The “Christian idea” according to 
Guignebert still dominates and vitalizes Protestantism. But 
the drift is toward indifferentism, and the drift is steady 
because of the direction of the current. 

Even more relentlessly does the hand of disintegration 
rest upon Catholicism, whether it be clad in the cerements 
of Eastern Orthodoxy or in the pagan institutionalism of 
the Latin Chuch. The fate of Rome among the Churches will 
be identical with the fate that awaits the individual who has 
used up his strength and filled out the number of his days. 
Catholicism, like all living organisms born of a need and 
nourished upon death, will ultimately lapse into the eternal 
crucible. 

“Christianity, Past and Present,” despite its pessimism, is 
both stimulating and fascinating. It has lost something in 


~ translation. But one thing it has not lost—constructive vis- 


ion. This it has not lost because this it never did possess.

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than the weighty utterance of the Conference. The formal 
is traditional fundamentalism, precisely as the Church has 
always told her story to the world. The latter is fresh and 
stimulating and interesting, as if truth had again lifted up 
her voice in the streets, in terms of sweet reasonableness 
and in tones of convincing sincerity. 

At the outset the writer escapes what Dr. Glenn Frank 
describes as the “damnation of definition.” The title of the 
book is in the form of a query, “What is the Christian Re- 
ligion?’ The Bishop answers his query under four simple 
beadings. The Christian Religion is a Faith, a Way of Life, 
a Society, a Transforming Power. 

Like Bishop Gore, Bishop Parsons views the Faith as faith 
in a Person, with all that such a faith implies. “The Chris- 
tian religion is the religion in which knowledge of God 
receives its final form through the teaching and personality 
of Christ. The experience which arises through loving loy- 
alty to Him is the heart of the evangel. The Way of Life is the 
expansion of this devotion to the Person of our Lord. Cen- 
terinig in Him it moves out until it touches the widest cir- 
cumferences of life. It is the application of the philosophy 
of love to the affairs of daily living, speaking peace to them 
that are far off and to them that are near. 

But because the philosophy of love is in reality no philos- 
phy at all, but a relationship, it leads to a recognition of 
the corporate fact that we call the Christian Society. The 
early Church continued steadfastly in the fellowship, as 
well as in “the breaking of bread” or “the prayers.” This 
fellowship is the Body of Christ. Christian fellowship is 
rot only the upward reach of the soul to God, it is equally 
the outward or lateral reach of the soul to the souls of men. 
It is at this point that the Christian Religion exhibits the 
feurth characteristic cited by Bishop Parsons in his timely 
and searching analysis. It become a Religion of Power. As 
a matter of historic fact the early Church was powerless 
until the corporate consciousness was formed and the be- 
loved community or fellowship came into being. This power 
is liberated when, as Bishop Parsons puts it, “the Church 
views herself as the great sacrament, the outward symbol 
of Christ’s spirit, the visible pledge of His love, the means 
by which His life is communicated to those who have found 
Him in faith.” ah 

Here is a charming gift-book for Christmas, written in the 
Bishop’s lucid style, just as if he were speaking to us. In 
fact, the addresses were first spoken in the Cathedral—then 
gathered into their present form at the request of many 
friends. 

The writer of this review suggests that the Clergy read 
these addresses to their congregations “between Pastorals.”

The Evolution of the English Hymn. By Frederick John 
Gillman. The Macmillan Company, New York. 1927. 
Price, $2.50. 


This account of the evolution of the English Hymn is 
wider in scope than its title implies. It is “an historical 
survey of the origins and development of the hymns of the 
Christian Church. 

After a discussion of religion and music in the opening 
chapter Mr. Gillman passes to the earliest beginning of Chris- 
tian song, which he finds in Christ’s “words of rhythmic 
beauty.” Did not the Master of men play upon all the 
chords of the human heart? 

At times Mr. Gillman’s narrative rises to high levels of 
eloquence as he traces the development of Christian song 
through the centuries. “It was so,” he writes, “later in 
Christian history, when the Flagellants raised their ‘laude’ 
in the villages of Umbria, when Francis and Brother Pacifico 
with impassioned zeal told of the love of Jesus to the peas- 
antry of Italy and France; when Savanarola sought to coun- 
teract the obscene ballads that defiled the lips of the young 
nobles of Florence; when Luther, purging Christ’s Church, 
‘sang the people into Protestantism;’ when the Wesleys, in 
a perfect rapture of praise, preached the all-conquering love 
of God to the people of England.” 

After a comprehensive survey of hymnody in the earlier 
Christian centuries, followed by an “interlude,” the author 
passes to the beginnings of sacred song in the British Isles. 
Caedmon is the protagonist and father of English song, and 
Mr. Gillman interprets his period with sympathy and under- 
standing. A quick transition finds us in the reformation 
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period. Then after a significant pause in English hymnody 
fostered by the “Silent Friends,” the crescendo of Watts and 
the Wesleys is ushered in. 

The modern period is introduced by Newton, Cowper and 
Heber, followed by the singers of the tractarian movement 
and the translators of the treasures of the past. There is 
a brief notice of American contributions to English hymn- 
ody, with Whittier standing out as the “sweetest singer in 
the choir.” Towards the close of his study Mr. Gillman 
notes that a new type of hymn, accenting humanitarian and 
social implications of the gospel, is emerging. 

After devoting a chapter to hymns of childhood, Mr. Gill- 
man’s most informing account of the evolution of the Eng- 
lish hymn concludes. Somewhere towards the close, how- 
ever, he voices an earnest appeal for a deepening of the 
spirit of devotion in our modern Christian life. Only out 
of such a spirit can the renaissance of hymnody come. 
“The Evolution of the English Hymn” is a work and labor 
of love, and will take its own place in the literature of 
Christian song. —J. W. G. 


Bishop Urges League for Church Unity 


Writing in The Living Church, the Rt. Rev. William A. 
Guerry, D. D., Bishop of South Carolina, urges the forma- 
tion of a League for Church Unity, with membership in all 
Christian churches, in order to carry on the work of reunion 
begun last summer by the World Conference on Faith and 
Order at Lausanne, Switzerland. 


“It is perfectly true that the truth must ultimately pre- 
vail,” writes Bishop Guerry, “but the whole history of 
Christianity from the beginning teaches us that it will not 
prevail unless we, as the servants of God, and followers of 
the Divine Master, do sométhing to make it prevail. We do 
not believe that we have gone as far as is possible at the 
present time. Something yet remains to be done. The more 
we have studied the question of a reunited Christendom and 
pondered over the Lausanne papers, the more we are con- 
vinced that now is the accepted time, the psychological mo- 
ment, to do something constructive and defiinte toward 
arousing and informing the Christian laymen of all the 
churches regarding the solemn obligation and the imperative 
need of a reunited Church. The leaders in the different 
branches of the Church Catholic may have caught the vision 
but as yet it is perfectly evident that the rank and file of 


our laity and many of our clergy do not even know what it 
is all about. 


“Like all great movements which have profoundly affected 
the Church, this movement must come from the whole body 
of the"faithful and not merely from a few gifted and far- 
seeing watchmen upon the towers of the New Jerusalem. It 
is also well to remind ourselves at this time that the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit in the Church is not vouchsafed to 
the clergy alone, nor yet to the episcopate, but to the whole 
body of the faithful, acting corporately and under the guid- 
ance of the Spirit of God. I am fully persuaded in my own 
mind that the Lausanne Conference was called together of 
God, and that His blessing clearly rested upon its delibera- 
tions, but I am also profoundly convinced that if we are 
going to conserve the fruits of the conference and keep 
what we have gained for the next conference, something 
more has to be done, and the sooner the better. 


“And that next step, as I see it, is to launch a campaign 
of education which shall quicken the conscience of the 
Christian world regarding the terrible weakness and sin of 
a divided Christendom, and inform the mind-of our people, 
lay and clerical, regarding just what is meant by organic 
unity, and so prepare the way for the day when more defi- 
nite and tangible results may be obtained.” 


Bishop Guerry does not believe that it is possible at this 
time to lay down a platform for reunion of the churches. 
Rather, he thinks that the first step is “to convert the Chris- 
tian churches represented at the conference to the ideal of a 
reunited Church.” To this end, he proposes an organized 
movement among both laymen and clergy, and suggests as a 
pledge for them the following: 

“In obedience to the teaching of Jesus Christ, and trust- 
ing to the assistance and guidance of His Holy Spirit, I do 
hereby pledge myself to work and pray for the visible and 
organic unity of His Church.”
